Treasury spokesman told the House 
Interstate Commerce Committee 
today the Stock Exchange control 
bill has been “so revised as to min- 
imize” any danger of delaying busi- 
ness recovery. Tom K. Smith, St. 
Louis banker, now assistant to 


Secretary Morgenthau who super- 
vised the Treasury study which re- 
sulted in revision of the original 
bill, was the witness. 

“I was requested to study the 
bill to ascertain whether certain 
of its provisions might have a need- 
lessly adverse effect upon the Gov- 
ernment’s financing operations or 
upon the financial structure of the 
country,” Smith said. 

He said that as a result of this 
study and “numerous suggestions 
and: changes most of which have 
been incorporated in the bill. ... 
I believe that for the most part 
the matters about which we were 
principally concerned have been 
corrected by these changes.” 

Study of Bill Limited. 

Testimony that President Roose- 
velt restricted the Treasury De- 
partment study of the bill was giv- 
en by Smith. 

The witness also said the Depart- 
ment did not wish to express ap- 
proval or disapproval of the legis- 
lation. 
| The only phases of the bill which 
the President directed the Treasury 
to study, Smith testified, were those 
relating to banking, Government fi- 
nancing and the financial structure 
of the country. The Treasury had 
nothing to do with the margin rate 
requirements inserted into the 
measure, Smith said. 

Chairman Rayburn of the com- 
mittee said opponents would be 
heard, but that “hearings will be 
closed this week, that’s certain.” 
Asked if the Treasury would be 
asked to pass on margin and spec- 
ulation regulatory provisions, Ray- 
burn told newsmen that it was 
“up to the Treasury to accept the 
responsibility.” It was the demand 
of both Republicans and Democrats 
that forced Rayburn to open the 
hearings to opponents. 

In Full Accord. 

Smith said “the Treasury is in 
full accord” with major objectives 
of the bill which he said appeared 
to be: 

“To establish Federal supervision 
over securities exchanges; to pre-) 
vent manipulation of security| 
prices and to protect the public 
against unfair practices; to pre- 
vent excéssive fluctuations in se- 
curity prices due to speculative in- 
fluences; to discourage the use of 
credit in the financing of excessive 
speculation in securities.” 

In addition to examining the bill’s 
possible effect on Government fi- 
nancing operations, Smith said: — 

“The enactment of any reguiatory 
measure of this scope affects so 
many different people and activities 
that it is difficult to foresee all of 
its possible consequences. There- 
fore I have also seriously considered 
whether the provisions of the Dill 
which affects Government finenc- 
ing and the financial structure of 
the country might operate to delay 
or obstruct business recovery. 

A Hasty Study. 

“I believe that the language of

BEATEN TODEATH, 
SHAK RANSAGKED 


Albert Newman. Killed by 
Robbers Who Had Heard 
Story of Mythical 
Wealth, Police Think. 


Albert Newman, 73-year-old re- 
cluse to whom back-fence gossip 
ascribed mythical wealth, was 
aigged to death yestérday in his 
four-room frame and tar paper 
shack on the rear of a lot at 1310 
Trendley avenue, East. St. Louis, 
near the eastern end of the Mu- 
nici bridge. 

—*2— who found the body 
at 5:15 p. m. ascribed the murder 
to a robber or robbers who had ac- 
cepted the story of Newman's 
wealth as true. The shack had 
been ransacked. A neighbor con- 
versant with Newman’s affairs 
said he was impoverished and was 
eking out a living on an income of 
$23 a month from several pieces of 
property he owned in the neigh- 
borhood. 

The police were called to the 
shack after Rosie Townsend, Negro 
resident of a shack across the ul- 
ley, had reported that she had #en 
no smoke coming from Newman’s 
chimney all day, and feared he 
might be ill. 

Skull Crushed. 

His body lay across a chair, the 
head and heels touching the floor. 
The right side of the skull had been 
crushed with a clawhammer, vhich 
was found on a bed where the slay- 
er had tossed it. 

Papers were scattered about the 
room where Newman’s body was 
found. A tin box in which he had 
kept them had been ripped open 
and thrown on the floor. The only 
item of value found by the police 
was an insurance policy for $153. 
In other rooms doors had been 
smashed open and furniture had 
been overturned. 

Freeman M. Baker, who pur- 
chased his home at 1306 Trendley 
avenue from Newman, told detec- 
tives that Newman had been hard 
pressed financially for years and 
had remarked recently that he had 
had to starve himself to keep up 
the taxes on the two houses, a 
shack and several vacant lots he 
owned in the neighborhood. New- 
man’s bank book showed he had 
$585 in the First National Bank in 
East St. Louis, which has been 
closed since the banking holiday of 
a year ago. 

East St. Louis Resident 35 Years. 

Newman came to East St. Louis 
about 35 years ago with his wife 
and several children. The wife died. 
The children were placed in un or- 
phans’ home. Newman had _ told 
neighbors he had since lost track of 
the children and mentioned a broth- 
er in Aurora, Ill, as the only rela- 
tive whose whereabouts he knew. 

Up until two years ago he worked 
daily at nauling paper and other 
junk in a one-horse wagon. The 
horse died and he was unable to get 
another. Since then his only cut- 
side work had been cultivation ot a 
small garden on the lot where his 
shack stands.

HEAD TAX URGED 
AS WAY 10 BOOST 
CITY'S. REVENUE 


Board of Estimate Hears 
Proposal to Charge Every 
Resident $4 and Give 
Him Brass Tag. 


Suggestions for a head tax and 
a lottery were offered yesterday at 
the third public hearing of the 
Board of Estimate and Apportion- 


ment to consider means of increas- 
ing city revenue for the next fiscal 
year, which begins April 19. 

Charles Delbridge, 5178 Enright 
avenue, an expert accountant, 
whose specialty is feats of rapid 
calculation, offered the head tax 
suggestion. 

“Every man, woman and child 
in the city should pay $4 a year 
and should be required to wear a 
brass tag showing that the tax had 
been paid,” Delbridge said. 
“The dog catchers could be sent 
out to round up all those failing 
to have a tag,” he added. 

A. H. Albrecht, a Third street 
property owner, declared himself 
in favor of a municipal . lottery. 
“United States money is being 
spent in foreign countries for lot- 
teries,” he remarked. 

For Gasoline Tax Increase. 

Eugene C. Stifel, representing a 
group of taxpayers, spoke in favor 
of increasing the city gasoline tax 
half a cent to one cent to add an 
estimated $500,000 to municipal in- 
come. He also urged that personal 
tax returns be carefully checked to 
determine whether motor cars and 
deeds of trust are included by 
owners. 

Alphonse Debusche, head of sev- 
eral taxpayers’ groups, advocated a 
tax of two cents a gallon on ‘soft 
drinks, “just like we have on beer.” 
Mayor Dickmann interrupted to re- 
mark that Debusche meant “like 
we tried to put on beer.” Debusche 
said he would also support a gen- 
eral sales tax. 

J. E. Kaiser, of the Welfare Com- 
mittee of the Catholic Union of 
America, discussing ‘the cost of 
elections and registration, suggest- 
ed a permanent system of registra- 
tion of voters. He was informed by 
Comptroller Nolte that a bill to 
establish a permanent registration 
system had failed to pass in the 
last Legislature. 

At the conclusion of the general 
discussion, the budget request of 
$462,000 by the Board of Children's 
Guardians was taken up. The 
board was allowed $268,000 in the 
1933 budget, John Rowland, agent 
for the board, explained’ that 2200 
children were under its jurisdic- 
tion, with only seven: paid social 
workers to look after them. Row- 
land estimated that 25 social work- 
ers were needed for thorough su- 
pervision. 

Tells of Board's Work. 

Benjamin Shackelford, president 
of the Board of Children’s Guar- 
dians, said the bureau was operated 
with a total of 13 office and field 
workers, the same number that 
handled 800 children in 1927. Be- 
cause of lack of funds the monthly 
allowance for each child in a 
boarding home had to be reduced 
from $15 to $12, Shackelford said. 
He was questioned by Mayor Dick- 
mann regarding the per capita ex- 
pense of $525 a year for the care of 
38 delinquent girls in private rooms 
at Meramec Farm. Shackelford 
explained that social workers 
agreed that private rooms were im- 
portant in the social rehabilitation 
of delinquents. 

Budget requests covering the va- 
rious municipal departments total 
$22,298,124, which is $4,729,783 more 
than last year. The budget ordi- 
nance will be introduced in the 
Board of Aldermen next month.

. Only Vote Against. 

“I told the directors that there 
was not a sufficient sum in surp'us 
funds to pay this dividend, but I 
was the only director to vote 
against it. Furthermore, a few days 
before I had been sent to Jefferron 
City to help draft a law providing 
a moratorium on policy loans end 
surrender values for policy hoi crs. 

I contended it didn’t look right for 
us to prevent policy owners from 
borrowing on their policies wen 
we were paying dividends to stock- 
holders. 

“In spite of my warning,” F 
velle continued, “Mays said we wére 
going to vote the dividend whether 
we had the money or not, and that 
the earnings of the accident and 
health department would make up 
the needed amount before the next 
financial statement.”

Mitchell, testifying on the admin- 
istration’s new air mail bill, denied 
vigorously that assigning the army 
to carry the mails was “legalized 
murder.” He attributed deaths to 
“poor equipment, no flying experi- 
ence, bad weather, reduced appro- 
priations and boneheadedness.” 

“Since 1926,” he testified, “the 
development of aviation has fallen 
largely into the hands of the com- 
mercial interests. Our aircraft to- 
day is hopeless so far as war is 
concerned, 

“If the military flyers with the 
equipment they have can’t fly the 
mail, our Air Corps might as well 
disband, That mail flying is primer 
stuff.” 

Mitchell said unless aviation was 
put under one agency “it will again 
fall into the hands of these money 
fellows, and they will continue to 
do what they have done.”

Members of President Hoover's 
Cabinet were charged in the Sen- 
ate yesterday with having given 
“their services to an unlawful and 
fraudulent” air mail combination . 

Senator Robinson of Arkansas, 
the majority leader, made the 
charge during another warm  ex- 
change on cancellation of private 
contracts which brought Senator 
Fess (Rep.), Ohio to his feet with 
a quick defense. 

Fess shouted back at Robinson 
that proof of illegality about the 
ail mail awards under Walter F. 
Brown, former Postmaster General, 
was entirely lacking. 

Senator Robinson, who has stout- 
ly asserted the administration did 
its duty in canceling the mail con- 
tracts, began the tilt with Fess by 
announcing on the floor that An- 
drew W. Mellon “took exception to 
a statement in my address of last 
Thursday.” 

He quoted from a letter he had 
received from the former Secretary 
of the Treasury: 

“In your speech ... you refer to 
the Pittsburgh Aviation Industries, 
Inc., as a ‘strong political factor. in 
Pennsylvania’ and stated that ‘the 
Mellons were prominent stockhold- 
ers and officers in that company.’” 

Fess Defends Mellon. 

Mellon said his family owned only 
inconsequential amounts of stock 
in the Pittsburgh Aviation ‘ Co. 

“I hereby present evidence,” Rob- 
inson replied, “which in my judg- 
ment conclusively establishes the 
accuracy of both the statements of 
which Mr. Mellon complains.” 

But Fess was far from _  con- 
vinced. He said the Mellon family 
owned only 2400 of the 26,000 
shares issued by the aviation con- 
cern. 

“If five per cent of the stock 
would be regarded as a controlling 
influence,” Fess said, “then I don’t 
know what a controlling influence 
is. When the Mellon family de- 
sires to contro] anything, it doesn’t 
stop at five per cent.” 

“Tt is pitiable,” he told Robinson, 
“to what lengths some public men 
will go to denounce those who dis- 
egree with them on matters of pub- 
lic policy.” 

Fess later challenged the Admin- 
istration to prosecute Brown or the 
airmail operators for fraud, saying 
the courts were open to them if 
they had the evidence. 

“If these men are guilty of any 
charge they ought to be punished,” 
he said.

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FIXING’ OF TRAFFIC 
‘CASES MUST STOP 


Mayor, Taking Note of Re- 
ports Political Favor Sys- 
tem Has Been Renewed, 
Calls Meeting. 


“Fixing” of traffic cases as a 
means of conferring political fa- 
vors must stop, Mayor Dickmann 
said today, announcing he had 
called a meeting to be held Friday 
afternoon at 2 oclock in his of- 
fice, at which he will make clear 
his opposition to that policy and 
renew his demand that it cease. 

The Mayor said “fixing” of traf- 
fic cases had been stopped when he 
took office, and while he had no 
definite information that it had 
been revived, he had heard talk 
which indicated his instructions 


were not being followed’ as closely | 


as they had been. 

For some months after the new 
administration took office those 
supposed to have influence ir po- 
lice courts, where traffic cases are 
tried originally, observed a “hands- 
off” policy, but latgly Aldermen, 
City Committeemen and others 
have been seen with sheafs of 
traffic tickets which, presumably, 
they had agreed to take care of 
for their stituents. 

The Mayor said he had callad the 
meeting because he wanted to im- 
press on all concerned that this sit- 
uation creates disregard for tra’fic 
ordinances, and is conducive to an 
increase in accidents. 

Judges of the police courts, Je:nes 
Finnegan and George Vest, are the 
Mayor’s appointees. His brother, 
Joseph Dickmann, is a Judge in 
the Court of Criminal Correction, 
where traffic cases are heard on ap- 
peal. In the other division of the 
Court of Criminal Correction Ed- 
ward Butler is Judge. 

These Judges have been askcd to 
attend the meeting. Others invited 
are representatives of the City Coun- 
selor’s office and Prosecuting Attor- 
ney’s office, Chief of Police Mc- 
Carthy and members of the Police 
Board, members of the Board cf Al- 
dermen and Democratic City Com- 
mittee, ail. city department herds 
and representatives of the Safety 
Council, Automobile Club, Chamber 
of Commerce and other civic orgyn- 
izations.

Thinks They ‘Actually Met 
the Emergency’ When 
No Other Agency Could 
Take Initiative. 


By the Associated Press. 
WORCESTER, Mass., March 21. 
e-The NRA was described in an 
address last night by Senator Les- 
ter J. Dickinson (Rep.), Iowa, as a 


failure “because it is an attempt at 
Hitleriging American industry,” and 
defended at the same meeting by 
Congressman Charles West of Ohio 
who said it “actually met the emer- 
gency.” 

“The contention,” said Congress- 
man West, “that the program em- 
bodies an unwarranted extension of 
public control of business enter- 
prise might have been valid a gen- 
eration ago. When the _ great 
emergency confronted the people 
there was no other agency, group or 
section of the country in a position 
to take the initiative to integrate 
the diverse interests of the people. 

“Based upon sound economic prin- 
ciples it has justified the claims of 
its advocates by the record of its 
accomplishments.” 

Would Abandon Plan. 

“The quicker the program is 
abandoned,” said Senator Dickin- 
gon, “and the American people are 
given to understand that instead of 
bringing all their troubles to Wash- 
ington, they must take them home 
and solve them in theif own local- 
ity, the better it will be for all con- 
cerned.” 

Dickinson spoke before the Wor- 
cester Economic Club. 

Contending that all the “new ob- 
jectives” suggested in the recent 
“experience meeting” in Washing- 
ton were in the original NRA pro- 
gram, Dickinson said, “to again re- 
quest compliance with these objec- 
tives is an admission that the NRA 
has failed in its effort from its be- 
ginning to date.” 

The NRA, Dickinson said, basic- 
ally was an effort to “completely 
reform our industrial system from 
a Socialistic standpoint,” and the 
presidential demand that materials 
purchased by the Government 
“must show compliance with Blue 
Eagle requirements,”, he said, was 
“a definite and drastic form of 
coercion.” 

“Less Purchasing Power.” 

“The NRA was presumed to in- 
crease purchasing power; and yet 
we find,” said Dickinson, “that it 
has increased the cost of living 
faster than it has Increased the 
wage scale; that purchasing power, 
instead of increasing, has de- 
creased.” . 

Of movements in the various 
States {© adopt NRA legislation 
locally, Dickinson said, “If the NRA 
is legally sound, no State legisla- 
tion would be necessary.” 

“In my judgment,” he said, “the 
Government should return to its 
former sphere of protecting the 
rights of citizens rather than as- 
suming the responsibility of at- 
tempting to direct the conduct of 
its citizens. 

“If the Government assumes the 
responsibility of attempting to en- 
force the codes under the NRA, 
it will require all the personnel of 
the Army, all the personnel of the 
Navy, all of the police force of 
every locality to successfully carry 
out such an effort. We _ should 
never adopt such a program, and 
an effort on the part of the Gov- 
ernment to assume such a re- 
sponsibility will result in the Gov- 
ernment itself being discredited.” 


Columbia U. Man Says NRA Failed 


Many

WASHINGTON, March 21-——-NRA 


in its eight months of life has been 
a failure in providing a “decent liv- 
ing” for the masses, Prof. P. F. 
Brissenden of Columbia University 
told the Senate Labor Committee 
yesterday. 

He registered approval of the 
Wagner labor bill and incidentally 
charged that automobile manufac- 
turers were violating the right of 
their employes to collective bargain- 
ing through representatives of their 

own choice. 

—B—— the NRA, Prof. Brissen- 
den said its major purpose was to 
provide a “decent living” for peo- 
ple. He said: “In my judgment 
the NRA has operated to defeat 
rather than to further these aims. 

“Tt has provided the stimulus for 
almost extraordinary growth in la- 
bor organizations, a truly moment- 
ous evement ,particularly so if 
they are given an opportunity to 
function as independent bargaining 


groups. 

“Apart from this important gain 
and the long step it has taken in 
the direction of the abolition of 
child labor, the record of the NRA 
has been one of futility—unless one 
counts it @ gain that business units 
can now more easily than before ex- 
ploit consumers, workers and the 
little business men. 

“I do not believe the NRA has 
materially increased employment or 
aggregate payrolsl. In spite of it

He spoke at Unterhaching. near 
here, one of 22 places at which job- 
less men numbering 100,000 began 
work on a network of highways 
on the first anniversary of the 
Reichstag convention at Potsdam, 
which gave dictatorial powers to 
Hitler. 

“Step by step,” Hitler declared, 
“Germany was approaching an 
abyss. Farmers were doomed. The 
middle class ruined and—above all 
—6,000,000 Germans were unem- 
ployed, which meant that every two 
employed persons supported a third 
unemployed. 

Radios were installed throughout 
Germany in order that the Chan- 
cellor’s speech might be carried to 
the nation. School children lis- 
tened in and pedestrians were di- 
rected to gather around loud 
speakers set up at istreet corners. 

Before Hitler spoke and while he 
marched up and down the ranks of 
spade-wielding thousands, Dr. Jo- 
seph Paul Goebbels, Propaganda 
Minister, made an address in which 
he asserted Germany was in the 
forefront of nations fighting unem- 
ployment. 

Says World Imitates Germany. 

Goebbels filled in the gap be- 
tween Hitler’s arrival at the scene 
of automobile road construction and 
his stepping to a dumping cart for 
the radio speech. 

“Germany leads all nations in 
fighting the world crisis,” Goebbels 
said. Means and methods employed 
hy us are being increasingly imi- 
tated by the world. 

“We can probably assert that at 
least in this realm Germany has 
regained its world reputation. 

“In the face of successes we have 
achieved along the whole line, the 
haughty disdain of the world gave 
way to constantly growing admira- 
tion. 

“The year 1934 will be devoted 
exclusively to economic reconstruc- 
tion. We know we have made mis- 
takes, but at least we did not- stand 
idly by. We acted first and philoso- 
phized afterward.” 

Goebbels said that 2,700,000 un- 
employed had been given jobs dur- 
ing the last year, as the Hitler 
Government considered its fight 


against unemployment its chief 
task. : 

To Hitler, he declared in closing, 
“Germany owes everything.” 

$59,550,000 for Marriage Loans. 

“By setting aside 150,000,000 
marks (approximately $59,550,000) 
for loans to newlyweds,” Hitler 
said. “We expect to see 300,000 
girls married by 1935.” 

Other features of the Govern- 
ment’s program include  $119,100,- 
000 for tax loan certificates and 
$26,200,000 for road construction. 

Hitler repeated Germany’s de- 
termination to keep the German 
mark at its present parity. 

Addressing himself to foreign na- 
tions, he said, “may statesmen of 
other nations at last realize we de- 
sire nothing except in freedom and 
peace to contribute toward creat- 
ing a better world.” 

No Presents for Industry. 

Regarding the Government’s eco- 
nomic program for the ensuing year, 
he asserted, “every attempt at 
raising prices for dividend pur- 
poses will be mercilessly thwarted. 

“Business and industry will be 
freed of theories and of restrictive 
legislation and every decent en- 
trepreneur will be encouraged. 
Never again will presents be hand- 
ed out to industry. 

“Government aid will be extend- 
ed only for practical fructification 
of the economic life. Let the in- 
dolent and indecent and unintelli- 
gent industralist perish—we do not 
care. 

“We are determined to solve the 
unemployment problem,” he con- 
tinued, “because it simply must be 
solved, but this can be done only 
with the support of the people. The 
Government alone cannot work a 
miracle of regeneration.” 

“Inflation Impossible.” 

Road and tax loan certificate 
funds will be spent in accordance 
with an economic program  ad- 
vanced in 1932 by Chancellor Franz 
Von Papen, now Vice Chancéllor.

Tokio Minister Says His

The notes, released simultaneous- 
ly today here and in Tokio, were 
transmitted a month ago.

Pledge of Amity. 

The Hirota-Hull exchange was 
the first such passage of good will 
notes since President Roosevelt 
took office. 

In his message, Hirota said: “No 
question exists between our two 
countries that is fundamentally in- 
capable of amicable solution.” 

Hull concurred in this statement 
and added: “If unhappily there 
should arise in the future any con- 
troversy between our two coun- 
tries, the American Government 
will be prepared, as I believe it al- 
ways has been in the past, to ex- 
amine the position of Japan in a 
spirit of amity. -.-.. 


Interpretation of Move. 


The Japanese note was delivered 
by Hiroshi Saito, Japan’s new Am- 
bassador here, one month ago. * 

Some close observers here _ re- 
garded the note as a friendly’ at- 
tempt by Japan to lay the ground- 
work for opening discussions with 
the United States on several ques- 
tions on which the two nations are 
not in complete accord. 

Included in this category would 
be Japan’s unofficial proposal for 
a preliminary two-nation conference 
for a discussion of naval arma- 
ments before the general naval con- 
ference which is to be held in 
Washington in 1935. Japan has al- 
ready served notice it will seek par- 
ity at that time.

Protest of the Postal Substitutes. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

HE protest meeting held by the sub- 

stitute clerks of the New. York City 
Postoffice is quite timely and to the 
point, and, beyond a shadow of a doubt, 
finds a resonant chord of protest among 
the thousands of substitute postal clerks 
all over the country. At least, the same 
spirit of protest exists among the substi- 
tutes of the St. Louis office. 

It seems an irony of the farcical breed 
that prompts Government authorities to 
tell private industries what to do in the 
matter of taking unemployed from the 
relief rolls, while at the same time they 
themselves are sending a by-no-means 
small body of workers to relief agencies. 
This is not merely a metaphorical way of 
stating things. Signs have appeared in 
the Postoffice Building informing substi- 
tute clerks that they are eligible for re- 
lief from the emergency relief fund. 
Meantime, the lobbies of all postoffices 
boldly flaunt NRA eagles and eaglets, 
and boxes are provided where one may 
deposit names of parties abusing the 
NRA program. 

Wretched as the plight of the substi- 
tute postal clerk is now, it gives promise 
of being even more wretched shoulc the 
postoffice economy program be put into 
effect. 

If economies are to be made in the 
postoffice, they should not be made at 
the expense of any postal worker, cer- 
tainly not at that of the substitute clerk. 
There are other ways and means of 
economy. 

The Government has a real obligation 
toward the workers of this most useful 
and much abused branch of its service.

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loans. It compels all brokers or persons borrowing 
on margins to borrow from a Federal Reserve bank. 
This gives the Federal] Reserve Board effective con- 
trol over stock market credit. 

The other source of speculation is the speculative 
activities of members of the exchange for their own 
account. The popular notion is that the exchange is 
made up of commission brokers who represent the 
public in executing their commissions. The truth is 
that a large number of the members of the exchange 
devote their entire time to gambling in stocks for 
their own accounts. They are called floor traders. 
Some 200 or more other members are called special- 
ists who, while acting as brokers, also speculate on 
an enormous scale for their own account. Finally, a 
great many commission brokers often represent only 
themselves in executing orders. The result is that the 
great bulk of the transactions on the exchange are 
by members for themselves. The original Fletcher- 
Rayburn bill segregated the functions of the broker. 
The specialist was prohibited from buying for his 
own account. So was the commission broker. The 
floor trader was driven off the floor entirely, unless 
he functioned henceforth as a commission broker. 

Realizing that harmful speculation may originate 
outside the exchange as well as within, the hill pro- 
vides severe penalties for manipulation and takes 
out of the hands of manipulators the tools by which 
they have long been able to rig markets—options, 
the privilege of secrecy and fictitious activity. 

The Federal Trade Commission is to administer 
the law. These are the jaws of the bill, and around 
them the bitterest battle has faged. The stock ex- 
change has moved heaven and earth to get the en- 
forcement of the bill into friendly hands. Wall Street 
has advocated that the Federal Reserve Board or a 
commission proposed by Richard Whitney, president 
of the New York Stock Exchange, administer the bill. 
This the House and Senate committees have stub- 
bornly refused to do. 

The propaganda of Wall Street has failed. It is 
true that the original bill has been modified, but the 
revised bill is still one of the most important ever 
to go before Congress. This despite softening in such 
matters as margin requirements, relaxation of the 
original provision requiring corporations to file quar- 
terly audited statements with the exchange, clarify- 
ing language so as to end doubts that banks would 
be held to the margin requirements of the bill in 
making loans. 

Notwithstanding these, the bill retains its original 
“teeth and jaws.” If Congress will now do its part, 
the New Deal will have scored another great triumph 
over human greed. 
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TAXES ON TOBACCO. 

An editorial in the Lexington (Ky.) Herald, point- 
ing out that the tax on cigarettes was boosted in 1919 
to make up in part for losses in revenue occasioned 
by prohibition, says that tobacco is the most heavily 
taxed of all commodities. It offers this graphic com- 
parison: The grower of burley tobacco receiver $100 
an acre for his investment and his toil; the manu- 
facturer receives about $300 from tobacco grown on 
an acre; on the same tobacco, the Government col- 
lects in taxes approximately $800.

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A GREAT AMERICAN. 

The late Dr. Charles William Eliot, whose centen. 
ary occurred yesterday, was a precursor of the New 
Deal. He hated child labor, and he had no hesitation 
in urging the adoption of the constitutional amend- 
ment proposed in behalf of its abolition. He knew that 
capital was taking more than its share of profit, and 
he indorsed the right of collective bargaining by 
workers. He had no use for tariff policies which build 
great fortunes for a few at the expense of the many, 
and he denounced them in the seat of New England 
protectionism. He was keenly alert to the tragic folly 
of war, and, before the creation of the League of Na: 
tions and the World Court, he urged reliance on pa- 
cific devices for the settlement of international dif. 
ferences. He despised spoils politics, and he was one 
of the first champions of civil service. Indeed, he 
gave himself to so many good causes during his lon: 
life that in perspective his contribution as an eu. 
lightened and influential citizen seems more tha» 
equal to his epoch-making impress on education. By 
birth and training and position, Dr. Eliot might have 
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comes from England—from Bristol, to be exact.

Regularly the bowl was replen- 
ished, and the goldfish flipped sedately around, when 
the whim seized them, or calmly meditated, as they 
are prone to do, and occasionally went into the trance- 
like immobility of seer or seeress, as the case may be, 
but always in sparkling fresh water.

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LEST WE FORGET. 

Those irreconcilables who now object so vocifer- 
ously to the economic planning and industrial con- 
trol schemes being launched by the administration 
seem to have forgotten what caused the depression, 
if they ever knew. The National Economic League 
set out three years ago to learn the genesis of that 
disaster, and called on a group of authoritative lead- 
ers for their opinions. The cause that polled the larg- 
est number of baljlots was lack of over-all planning 
and maladjustment between production and consump- 
tion. Other causes that stood high in the voting were 
over-speculation, over-expansion of credit; supply and 
distribution of gold, unstabilized currency; tariff leg- 
islation; inequality in distribution of income; de- 
fective political and economic systems, etc. 

As we have pointed out before, the latter causes 
may all be embraced in the all-inclusive heading, 
lack of over-all planning. We have been too long at 
the mercy of the so-called business cycle, and there 
has been too much readiness to submit to its heights 
and abysses as some sort of natural law. But with 
each turn of the cycle coming with greater intensity, 
it becomes obvious that catastrophe would be the 
inevitable result if the process were not brought 
under control. Such reconstruction for the future, 
and not merely recovery for the present, is the long- 
time goal of the New Deal. It is well to remember 
these things, to reflect upon the conclusions reached 
by the economists in 1931, that we may understand 
what the recovery program is intended to do. 
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PLAYING THE GAME. 

As NRA Administrator, Gen. Hugh Johnson is paid 
$6000 a year. In private industry, he has been a 
$100,000 man. Incidentally, he is so confident of the 
Roosevelt program’s success that he is willing to 
wager he will again be in the six-figure category. 
That aside, he pleaded earnestly with business, in 
his final address to the code authorities, to reduce 
hours, raise wages, subordinate -profits and “play 
the game.” He is in a position to make that plea.

is the storm center of a large number 

of current labor disputes, Senator Wag- 
ner has introduced a bill which would out- 
law the company union. In support of this 
bill, he has drawn up an indictment against 
unions set up and dominated by employers. 
It is a powerful indictment. 

But what puzzles me is that he should so 
unhesitatingly accept the thesis that the 
wrongs of unions dominated by employers 
can be cured by unions fostered by the 
Government. This seems to me to betray 
a confidence in the uninterrupted continua- 
tion of this administration and its union 
sympathies which, in a seasoned politician 
like Mr. Wagner, is little short of fantastic, 
and in an old liberal incredibly naive. 

The Senator’s argument for his own Dill 
ought to have shown him the tremendous 
dangers on the path he proposes to take. 
In a recent article, he said: “The company 
union, as I have defined it, runs antithetical 
to the very core of the New Deal philosophy. 
Business men are being allowed to pool 
their information and experience in vast 
trade associations, in order to make a con- 
certed drive against the evil features in 
modern industrialism. They have been per- 
mitted to recognize the values of unity and 
the destructive tendencies of discrete ac- 
tivities, and to act accordingly. If employes 
are denied similar privileges, they not only 
are unable to uphold their end of the labor 
bargain; in addition, they cannot cope with 
any problems that transcend the boundaries 
of a single business.”

Senator Wagner does not quite say that 
the codes have abolished the Sherman act, 
and permit collective price-fixing, that is 
to say, monopolistic bargaining by whole 
industries. But he comes dangerously near 
to admitting it. 

That, however, is by the way. The Sena- 
tor in his attempt to show that the Gov- 
ernment should take on the task of pro- 
moting unionism argues that it has already 
promoted unionism among employers. In 
so far as that is true, it must not be for- 
gotten, however, that when the Govern- 
ment brings the employers together, it im- 
poses a code upon them. The question then 


arises whether the Senator will go through 
with the logic of his analogy and impose 
codes upon labor unions. There is no evi- 
dence in his bill that he has any such idea. 

It is well that he should not. For what 
could be more dangerous to the liberties 
of wage earners than a system of codes of 
fair labor practice, written in a Gov@&n- 
ment bureau and enforced in the Federal 
courts? The Senator has wisely abstained 
from any such dangerous nonsense. But by 
his bill he is, I believe, opening the door 
wide to just such dangerous nonsense. For 
let us not deceive ourselves. If the Govern- 
ment makes it its business to create unions, 
to foster them and guide them, it will be- 
come responsible for what they do. Let 
there be a series of great strikes in the vital 
services, and how is the Government to re- 
sist the clamor that it must control what it 
created?

This is not the conjuring up of 4 theoreti- 
cal danger. This is the logic of all experi- 
ence. Wherever the Government has cre- 
ated or permitted a monopoly, it has soon- 
er or later been forced to regulate that 
monopoly. That is illustrated by the pub- 
lic utilities. If now, under NRA, it cre- 
ates or tolerates industrial monopolies, it 
will inescapably be compelled to regulate 
them. If it goes further and actually cre- 
ates labor monopolies, it will, as surely as 
the tides go out and come in, be driven to 
compulsory arbitration and other forceful 
methods of preventing industrial break- 
downs. It does not matter how much the 
Senator or the President or the New Deal 
Democrats may swear they will not do this, 
it will be done by some administration, once 
labor unions become proteges of the Gov- 
ernment. 

In the immediate present, this bill looks 
like a great gift to the American Federation 
of Labor. It is the employers who will cry 
out against it most loudly now. But I ven- 
ture to prophesy that, if it is enacted, the 
time will come, under the next conserva- 
tive administration, when labor will find 
the bill is not a liberation but a trap which 
can be sprung with the greatest ease, once 
circumstances have changed.

When his name was called during 
the Senate bellot on the St. Law- 
rence waterway, Dickinson—to the 
amazement of his colleagues—voted 
no. They could not believe their 
ears. However, it was true and 
these were the reasons why: 

Two weeks after Herbert Hoover, 
who negotiated the treaty, made it 
public, Dickinson acclaimed it in 
a nation-wide radio address as an 
epic of statescraft, and the climaa 
of Hoover’s heroic efforts on be- 
half of the American farmer. 

Later when Roosevelt, then Gov- 
ernor of New York, endorsed the 
pact, Dickinson wrote him a letter 
bitterly denouncing his attempt to 
wangle in on the Republican Presi- 
dent’s glory. 

Some months later—June, 1982— 
Dickinson as keynote speaker, told 
the Republican National Conven- 
tion in Chicago that it was only 
through the akill and genius of Her- 
bert Hoover that the treaty had 
been negotiated. 

“This long-visualized deep water- 
way,” he thundered, “that will give 
to the Middlewest an outlet to the 
sea is now coming into full opera- 
tion.” 

Came the presidential campaign. 
Roosevelt, speaking in the farm

check dams by CCC workers and 


preparations for the establishment§ . 


of a soil erosion experiment station 
and two forest nurseries with an 
ultimate capacity of 60,000,000 for- 
est tree seedings a year, have been 
accomplished by the Tennessee 
Valley Authority as the first step 
of a campaign to save the soil of 
the South for agriculture, | 

“An effective beginning at soil 
has been 
made with the aid of 25 CCC 
camps,” C. M. Richards; chief of 
the forestry and soil erosion di- 
vision, said. 

“The soil erosion prevention work 
already completed includes 6000 
rock dams, 5000 log dams, 1000 


brush dams, 12,000 bag dams and/ 


200,000 yards of bank protection 
and matting. About 30 per. cent 
of the erosion prevention work in 


the half million acres surrounding | 


the area which later will be~sub- 
merged by the new Norris Lake 
has been completed. Preparations 
for vegetative control for the region 
are now being completed and this 
part of the work will get under way 
as soon as the planting season 
opens.” 

The Departmétnt of Interior is 
establishing an experiment station 
on prevention of soil erosion. Se- 
lection of a site is under way. Sev- 
eral crews of the TVA are investi- 
gating areas in the Valley in need 
of reforestation. One of the first 
recommendations was for reforest- 
ing of 6725 acres above Norris Dam. 

Sites for the two forest nurseries 
have been selected. One is located 


‘in Eagle Bend on the Clinch River 


near Clinton, Tenn., and the other 
is in the extreme southeast corner 
of Nitrate Plant No. 2 here. 
Approximately 3,000,000,000 trees 
will be planted this year. The 
nursery stock for experimental 
planting will consist of eight va- 
rieties of blight resistant Asiatic 
chestnuts. These trees will replace 
the blight-killed native chestnuts.

I assure you that you 
would be making no mistake in in- 
troducing it in St. Louis. Moreover, 
in view of the 12 o'clock midnight 
rule in the A. A. U. for preliminary 
bouts, I don’t see how you’re going 


to get through the bouts without 
the system.” 

Letters and telegrams, meanwhile, 
have been pouring into the local 
A. A. U. headquarters from various 
A. A. U. districts telling of their 
plans for the national tournament. 
The latest came early today from 
Jack Wade of Charlotte, N. C., who 
is chairman of the Boxing Commit- 
tee of the Atlantic Seaboard Divi- 
sion, comprising both the Caro- 
linas and part of Florida.

duced in the Legislature last night. 

The bill would impose a 15 per 
cent tax upon the total admission 
receipts of each track which its 
sponsor, Senator John J. Dunni- 
gan, estimated would net the State 
one million dollars annually. 

Introduced as a sequel to his re- 
cent attack on present racing in- 
terests which he accused of ignor- 
ing the sponging and doping of 
horses, Senator Dunnigan said he 
hoped the bill would result in crea- 
tion of a commission which would 
keep the sport “free from any 
gemblance of improper tricks of 
practices.” 

“IT am very desirous of seeing 
men appointed to this new commis- 
gion who are real racing enthusi- 
asts,” he said. “If men of this type 
are selected, it will eliminate che 
fear of a so-called ‘political racing 
commission.’ ” 

The proposed commission would 
consist of three persons named »y 
the Secretary of State to hold of- 
fice for terms of two, four and six 
years, respectively, from next May 
1, Their successors would be ap- 
pointed for full terms of six years. 

The Jockey Club, governing body 
of the sport for the past half cen- 
tury, would be relieved of all its 
powers except keeping the breed- 
ing records and stud book and issu- 
ing licenses to owners, trainers and 
jockeys. Refusal of the Jockey 
Club to issue a license or its action 
in revoking a license could be re- 
viewed, however, by the commis- 
sion at a hearing. 

Senator Dunnigan’s estimate of 
one million dollars annually to the 
State is based upon a 15 per cent 
tax upon the admission price of 
tickets sold for all race meetings 
during the year. He estimated 
there are 183 racing days and an 
average admission fee of $2.50 a 
person. 

The bill will be given an airing 

t a legislative hearing next Tues- 
day at 2 p.m. At the same time 
views on proposed legislation to 
permit open betting will be heard. 
Measures are now before the Legis- 
‘lature intended to permit open bet- 
ting immediately and to authorize 
a vote at the general election in 
1935 to amend the Constitution s0 
as to permit parsenyrent wagering.

PAINTING CODE GOES 
IN EFFECT TOMORROW 


Bars Rebates on Wages and 
Subletting Part of Contract 
to Journeymen. 


Rebates on wages, and subletting 
the labor portion of a contract to 
journeymen, are practices prohib- 
ited by the painting, paperhanging 
and decorating code cf fair compe- 
tition, which goes into effect to- 
morrow. 

“Ex:nployers and their agents shall 
accept no rebates, directly or indi- 
rectly, nor give anything of value 
or extend favors to any person for 
the purpose of influencing rates of 
wages of their employes,” section 2 
of the code says. The second pro- 
vision states that “no member of 
the division shall sublet (whether 
by the practice known as ‘lumping’ 
of labor or otherwise) to any jour- 
neyman or other employe the labor 
services required by any contract 
for work within this division.” 

Selling below cost is another pro- 
hibition of the code, which rules 
that, “no member of this division 
shall sell goods or render services 
at a price which is below the rea- 
sonable estimate of the sum of the 
following items—materials, labor, 
job expense and general overhead.” 
Contractors are forbidden to make 
secret refunds of other allowances 
or to expend special privileges to 
favored purchasers. 

The code applies to all contrac- 
tors of painting, paperhanging and 
decorating. Painting is defined as 
“the application of all paint, wood- 
finishing and painting materials of 
every description in and on all 


structures of every kind.” Paper- 
ing and decorating means, the code 
states, “application or installation 
of wallpapers, hangings and decor- 
ative materials of every kind or de- 
scription applied directly to the 
surface in or on buildings of all 
kinds.” 

A meeting of contractors for the 
purpose of discussing the code will 
be held at 8 o'clock tonight at room 
1501, International building. 


FOLLOWERS OF WOTAN BREAK 
UP ‘ARYAN CHRIST’ MEETING 


Clash the First Between Nazi Re- 
ligious Radicals; Audience 
Led Away.

BERLIN, March 21.—Followers 
of the ancient god Wotan broke up 
a meeting of Apostles of an “Aryan 
Christ” last night in the first clash 
on record between Nazi religious 
radicals. 

The clash was only oral but the 
finish was impressive enough. The 
Wotanites triumphantly led half an 
audience of 750 persons away from 
a hall where Dr. Arthur Dinter was 
trying to gain convents to a Nazi- 
fied "Jewless Heroic Christianity.” 

The Wotanites listened approv- 
ingly when Dr. Dinter demanded 
that the Old Testament be abol- 
ished, but apparently considering 
that his suggestion that the New 
Testament be expurgated was not 
drastic enough, they began heck- 
ling him. 

Dr. Dinter managed to say it was 
high time Nazi Germany delivered 
itself and the world “from that de- 
generate Jew, Paul, who kept Chris- 
tianity spiritually under the yoke 
for 2000 years and Germany for 
1000” when the storm broke loose. 

“What about Jesus—wasn’t he a 
Jew?” they shouted. 

While Dr. Dinter. was declaring 
that Christ was most certainly an 
Aryan, they marched out.

Cook Book: — 

One cupful white fish, boiled 
and flaked. | 

One cupful rice, boiled. 

Two eggs, hard boiled. 

Seasoning to taste. 

Mix fish with ingredients; add 
milk, if one likes the mixture 
a little moist; put in the oven to 
brown; serve hot. 

ITALIAN RICE. 

Two tablespoonfuls butter. 

Four onions, medium size. 

One cupful rice, dry and un- 
washed. 

One-half teaspoonful salt. 

Red pepper, dash of three 
cupfuls chicken broth. 

Melt butter in a shallow pan; 
cut up onions and put in melted 
butter; at the same time put in 
the dry rice; the rice should not 
be washed—it may be picked 
over on a clean towel, as it will 
not brown if there is any mois- 
ture; allow the onions and rice 
to become thoroughly browned 
in the butter over a low flame; 
after the jrice and onions are 
uniformly brown, add the chick- 
en broth; let simmer for about 
three-fourth of an hour. If the 
chicken broth is not available, 
one can use a bouillon. cube, 
dissolved in three cupfuls of 
boiling water. Care should pe 
taken to have the heat very 
slow, as too quick cooking

HE trouble with the theater in 
T tne so-called provincial sections 

of the United States during the 
past decade or so has not been a 
lack of interest on the part of the 
population in the legitimate theater, 
but the fault of the New York pro- 
ducers of road shows, in trying to 
put off on the “provinces” second 
rate companies, according to Kath- 
arine Cornell, one of the leading 
American actresses of this day. 
Miss Cornell (Mrs. Guthrie McClin- 
tic in private life) is now touring 
the “provinces” to prove her con- 
tention that Americans still will 
flock to the theater—and is proving 
it in no uncertain terms. 

She arrived here Monday morn- 
ing full of enthusiasm over t*e re- 
ception she has been receiving, and 
additionally thrilled by having 
played to a record audience in Des 
Moines last week on her six-hun- 
dred-and-eighth performance of 
“The Barretts of Wimpole Street.” 
She is here to present that play, 
and also Bernard Shaw’s “Candida” 
and Shakespeare's “Romeo and Ju- 
liet.” 

“It is the most thrilling thing that 
has ever happened to me,” she ex- 
claimed, taking Sonia, her pet 
dachshund, by the scruff of the 
neck to make room on an easy 
chair. “People come from miles to 
see the play — they have been 
starved for a glimpse of the stage. 
In Des Moines reservations were 
wired from really unbelievable dis- 
tances. Not one or two, but ~0, 30 
people. -It was the same in Texas; 
there were instances of people com- 
ing 400 miles; and when we played 
in Tulsa, Ok., our audiences were 
drawn from the entire state.” 

It is a hard life, Miss Cornell ad- 
mits; this jumping about over the 
country, making one-night stands in 
smaller cities. Not always is a the- 


‘ater available, and frequently the 


performances are given in some 
lodge hall, or even in a movie ..ouse. 
It is always “The Barretts” when 
the company stays for a single per- 
formance; “Romeo and Juliet” is 
too difficult to attempt, for it takes 
nine hours just to arrange the stage. 
But if Miss Cornell stays two days, 
she gives three performances, and 
three plays, one the first night, one 
the following afternoon, and the 
third that night, and the next day 
it’s up and gone again, perhaps to 
give another performance in an- 
other town that night. 


most I have ever given in a 
week—and I have given those 
eight in six different cities in the 
same week. It is much harder than 
in a case like St. Louis, where I 
shall give eight performances, but 
will not spend three or four nights 
on the train.

But the New York managers 
acquired the idea that they were 
wasting money by sending out good 
supporting companies, so they began 
to send out one, or at most two, out- 
standing actors in a road comyany, 
for which they gathered mediocre 
talent. In fact, they tried to fool 
the audiences with bad companies 
to support first-rate actors, but in- 
stead of fooling them, they insulted 
the discrimination of the audiences. 

“The result was that people went 
to the theater outside of New 
York less and less, and the small 
towns and cities became ‘dead 
spots.”

Tea-party sand- 
wiches are thin (thin means two 
pieces of three-eighth inch bread) 
spread with some sort of paste, or 
jam or whatever one likes. Then 
the bread is trimmed and the sand- 
wich cut either straight across or 
slantwise. Breads particularly as- 
sociated with afternoon tea include 
brioche, and toasted crumpets and 
English muffins, Sally Lunn, coffee 
bread, nut bread, thin slices of 
white bread buttered, and French 
pastries.

Fry in butter 
or oil, six young chopped green on- 
ions until soft and yellow.

Fold 
this all into a yellow lemon sauce 
and pour over trout. Red snapper 
may be prepared in the same way, 
cooking about an hour for a four- 
pound fish. 


Yellow Lemon Sauce. 


Three lumps of butter, the size 
of a wainut, yolks of three eggs, 
two-thirds cup of boiling water, the 
juice of one large lemon, one tea- 
spoon of salt and one-half teaspoon 
of paprika. Melt the butter in the 
hot water, pour over the beaten 
yolks of eggs and cook in a double 
boiler until thickened, adding the 


seasonings, and stir in the lemon 
juice slowly. 

: New Potato Balls. 

Peel a ring around the smallest 
sized new potatoes and boil them 
with their jackets on in salted wa- 
ter for 10 minutes. Drain and peel. 
Roll in melted butter and cover 
with parsley dust, which is made 
by drying parsley in a warm place, 
then crushing very finely between 
the fingers. 

Celery Root Salad. 

Early in the day peel one celery 
root and cut in jullien strips. Pour 
boiling water on to blanch. Boil in 
salted boiling water, to which a 
tablespoon of lemon juice has been 
added, and cook for 10 minutes, or 
until tender, but not soft. Drain 
and cool. Then marinate in a good 
French dressing which has been 
beaten with one teaspoon of an- 
chovy paste. Serve on shredded 
lettuce or water cress. 

Orange Ice Cream With Crushed 
Strawberries. 

Two cups of heavy cream. 

Two cups of orange juice from 
Valencia oranges. 

One cup of sugar. 

Add cream slowly, mixing well 
with the orange juice. Stir in sugar 
until dissolved and freeze to a mush. 
Pack in mold for three hours with 
crushed ice and salt.
